Cl, gives an additional account of the 
naval battle off the Yalu. .It says; The 
Chinese fleet arrived off the Ydlu and 
remained 10 miles outside the moubh of 
uhe river while tho transports unloaded. 
At 11 o'clock on tho morning of the "th 
they sighted, the smoke of the Japanese 
fleet, which was later seen to be approach- 
ing ill two columns. 


The Chinese fleet steamed out to meet 


them, proceeding In two columns converg- 
ing on the flagship. 
The Japanese fleet 


consisted of 12 vessels, and the Chinese of 
10. The Chinese admiral opened fire at 
(1000 meters. The flio of both sides fell 
short until the two squadrons were within 
the effective range of 5000 meters. The 
Chinese endeavored to como to close quar- 
ters, but they were prevented from doing 
BO by the superior speed of the Japanese 
ships, which, keeping for tho most part 
two miles off, maneuvered admirably and 
made splendid practice with their long- 
range aud quick-firing guns.

Let, them gen- 


tly simmer until they can he pierced with 
a fork, when they should be taken out and 
placed in u sirup composed of 2 pounds of 
sugar to each pine of water und sim- 
mered until bright and clear. Liftoiit tho 
pieces before they have fallen to pieces 
mid place ilium in tlio jars in which they

O.'ic of tlio oldest aqueducts in ?ucr:ieo

Take largo bell peppers and with a 


keen knife cut around tho stem and re- 
move all tha seed. Lay tho poppers in 
brino strong enough to float an egg. Be 
sure to put in the stems also. For those 
peppers which aro to be made into man- 
goes add a, tiny onion und a encumber 
not more than half an inch long. To 
every two dozen of theso poppers allow 
two quarts of cabbage. Put iho cabbaga 
in a bag tincicr. a press, first sprinkling 
it liberally with salt. You may also add. 
three green tomatoes to tho chopped 
cabbage before it is put into tho press. 
Lct tho vegetables remain iu brine and 
tho cabbage- and tomatoes in press for 24 
hours, Then rxirnovo them, Take out 
these peppers intended for mangoes 
from the rest, selecting stems for each. 
Pnt tho cabbage and tomatoes into a 
bowl. Add to them a tablospoonf ul of 
white, mustard seed, 1 ol celery seed 
and 2 of grated horso radish. Mix all 
these ingredients together and stuff tho 
peppers with them, putting the tiny 
onion and cucumber before mentioned 
in each. Fit the .stems back in their 
places and tie them on. Lay thu mangoes 
thus prepared into a stone pot, then the 1 
rest of the peppers net to be stuffed, aud | 
after tying on tho sterns put in with tho ' 
others. Wash the peppers as you remove 
them from tho brine, so as thoy will be 
rcafiy for the vinegar when thoy are 
stuffed.

ing the ships. Inasmuch as no ship can 
carry sufJclent armor to stop entirely the 
shells Irorn the heaviest riDcs, the question 
raised by the last naval light as to the 
utility of the battleship will -undoubtedly 
give rise to much discussion in naval cir- 
cles. 


Further Details of tho Xnral Buttlo. 
A dispatch from Tien-Tsi:i, dated Sept. 


21, gives ail additional account of the 
naval bittlo off tho Yaln. It says: The 
Chinese fleet arrived off the Ydlu and 
remained 10 miles outside tha mouth of 
tho river while tha transports unloaded.

in each. Fit tho stems back in their 
places and tio them en. Lay the mangoes 
thus prepared into a stono pot, then tha 
rest of tho peppers not to bostuiTed, aud 
after tying on sha stems p;it in with tha 
others. "Wash the peppers as you remove 
thorn from tho brino, so as they will be 
ready i'or tho vinegar when they are 
stuffed. Pour boiling hot vinegar over 
them, adding 2 ounces of cinnamon and 
1 of cloves to every 2 quarts of vinegar.

Naval experts havo longed for just such 


an engagement as this, realizing perfectly 
tho need of guiding facts. 
After tho 


epoch-making engagement between tho 
Monitor and the Mcrrlmac in Hampton 
Roads every maritime nation began to 
build, first iron and then steel ships, and 
to pilo on armor until they arrived at 
those great floating steel fortresses, exem- 
plified by the Royal Sovereign, "Vicr-urla 
and Caniperclown in Great Britain, tho 
Duello in Italy, and tho Oregon, Iowa and 
others In the United States. 
No one ab- 


solutely knows what their use would bo in 


war, 
but they wero all worked out from 


theory. 


By nn elaborate system of calculation it 


was held that a battleship was equal in 
fighting power to several cruisers; that a 
cruiser within so many thousand yards of 
a battleship for a certain number of min- 
utes was inevitably doomed. 


All this was well enough in theory, but 


that theory failed to tr.kc account of such 
elements as personal bravery, of possible 
breakdowns of :nacliincry, of the many 
chances of war that turn the fate of ac- 
tions. 


Theories Shattered. 


The Yalu light seems to shake this 


theory severely, Unarmored cruisers did 
attack battleships and were not destroyed; 
torpedo boats steamed boldly ahead in 
broad daylight and blow up tlie great 
ships with their terrible projectiles, 
But 


more serious still and alarming; to naval 
officers is tho effect of the heavy rifle firs. 


Tho she Is went easily through tho un- 


ariiured i misers, but when they managed 
to perforate tho steel side of one of the 
Chinese I'.rmed ships they burse inside, 
disabling £uns, blowing up docks and nr- 
ing the ships. Inasmuch as no ship car. 
carry sufficient armor to stop entirely the 
shells from the heaviest rifles, the question 
raised by the last naval fight as to the 
utility of the battleship will undoubtodly 
give rise to much disoussion in naval cir- 
cles. 
' 


Further Details of tho >TuvaI .BiUtlo. 
A dispatch from Tien-Tsin. dated Sept. 


tl. gives an additional account of tho 
naval battle off the Yalu. It says: The 
Chinese fleet arrived o'J the Ytilu and 
remained 10 ir.ilos oubsido ino mouth of 
the river while tho transports unloaded.

For instance, a color- 
less and perfectly clear ground wator, es- 
pecially when high in nitrates, will, if 
confined in open reservoir, promote and 
support a :ncro vigorous growth of organ- 
isms and may become fouled and polluted 
to a much greater extent than will many 
surface waters similarly confined 
and 


cither deeply colored by dissolved vegeta- 
ble matter or loaded with clay ojid snnd 
!u suspension. Likewise a water meet- 
ing the requirements of the popular stand- 
ard, but containing much lime and mag- 
uc-si:i, particularly in tlio form of sul- 
phnU's, is uufi; for tiso in boilers and 
houses, while a ground water containing 
peroxide of iron will causo much troubio 
and annoyanco by the deposits of iron rust 
in the distribution pipes and will provo 
very unsatisfactory in washing and in 
cooking, says Tho Literary Digest.
